Star Beam Will Open Chicago's World's Fair 
Arcturus H^ipessed for Exposition Premiere

»E tho first timo in his- 
tory, man will reach 
^ into theTar expanse be- 
yond tiio solar system to 
harness the energy of a star 
for the opening of a great 
exposition, when Chicago's 
1933 World's Pair— A Cen- 
tury of Progress—launches 
its spectacular lighting dis- 
play on the night of June 1. 

The theme of the Kxposition 
— that of man's progress by 
tho application of science to 
industry — will thus bo truly 
symbolized with history-mak- 
ing ceremonies, in which the 
Star Arcturus, 240 trillion miles 
distant from the earth, or 40 
light years, will actually throw 
switches controlling amazing 
combinations of light. 

That Bcionco caa dolvo into the vault 
of heaven for tho impulso necessary, 
will chaiioDge the imagination of 
tbrongs assembled for tho opening, or 
who will listen to natiooal radio 
broadcasts. Here niil Ix) dramatized 
tho advancement made by science dur- 
ing tho past century, and perhaps 
forecast wonders to bo revealed in tho 
future. 



Arcturus was singled out from the 
heavenly galiocy as the guiding stiir 
of the Fair duo to its" historical lig- 
nificonco in tlio uinrch* of ovunta in 
Chicago's progress.

Scientists Oo-operatf 

Foremost scientists and engineers, 
working with four natronomlcal ob- 
Bor\*uturica in various sections of tho 
United States, have ntidu nossiblo this 
amazing demonstration of mankind's 
triumph over space und time. Months 
of research, tho construction and ad- 
justment of delicately sonailivo Instru- 
rocntj, have gone into tha working out 
of pluns.^ ^ 

Technicians and engineers of the 
General Electric Company and West- 
inghouso Electric and Manufacturing 
Oompanr have been co-operating fw 
months in completing orrangcmoats. 

Dr. Edwin B. Frost, former director 
of Yerkes Observatory at Williams 
Bay, Wis., one of the grcat^it of liv- 
ing astronomers, conceived the idea 
that it would be entirely possible to 
capture the rays of Arcturus for the 
unique Fair opening. 

Acting upon his suggestion, spon- 
sors of A Century of JProgress called 
together a distinguished group of sci- 
entists and astronomers. Otto Btruve, 
now director of Yorkcs Observatory; 
Ilartow Shaploy, director of Harvard 
Observatory, Chmbridgo, Mass.;. Rob- 
ert Bilker, director of University of 
niinoia Oiworvatory at Urbana; and 
Frank C. Jordon, director of tho Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh Observatory at 
Allegheny, Pa., wero enlisted to enact 
this dramatic evoat

graph Company. Engineers have also 
arranged for a national radio broad- 
cast of Uio opcoing ceremonies. 

Tho program is sclieduled to get 
under way nt about 0:15 p. m.. East- 
ern Standard Time, when all four tcie- 
ttcopcfl will point their lenses toward 
Arcturus. The beam will then bo fo- 
cused on a tiny photo-electric cell at 
the **eye end" of the instruments, 
where it will be am^liilcd and trans- 
mitted over communicnting telegraph 
lines to receiving apparatus oa tho 
ExposlUoD grounds. 

la each observatory a photo-electric 
tube and nmpUflcatioa equipment will 
tw provided to operate a relay closing 
circuit in tho telegraph lino. A radio 
broadcast receiver, tuned in to th« 
Exposition oi>ening program, will no- 
tify the operator when to allow his 
telescope to project the star's light 
on tho electric eve, the impulse of 
which will close his local circuit to 
tho wire. 

Acting as liaison officer between tha 
various agencies is Dr. Philip Fox, 
director of Adler Planetarium. 
Location of Star 
To locate tho star in the summer 
evening skies is a simple matter. First 
find tlio Great Dipper constcUatton.- 
and follow the curve of its "handle'* 
for 'about tho same distance as tho 
handle and there will bo seen a bright- 
ly glowing star, Arcturus, which is at^ 
tlio lower end of tho kilo-shaped coa- 
stcllation Bootes. 

Facing tho north, tho sky-gazer will 
also observo tho brilliant conjunction 
of tho crescent Moon, Jupiter and 
Mars, to tho west of Arcturus at about 
tho same distance that star lies from 
th« top of the Big Dipper. 
. It was tho imagination of the an- 
cient Greeks that gave Arcturus its 
name. Tho name moans "Wotcher 
of tho Boar" because it is contiguous 
to the constellation of the Great 
Bear, and appears to be guiding the 
oourso,' or acting, tn a scnso, as A 
guardian of tho Groat Bear which la 
formed by Ursa Major.
